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This is a decision on the petition filed on October 13, 2009, 
which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.705(d) 
requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the 
above-identified patent be corrected to indicate that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by six 
hundred and seventy-seven (677) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on 
the above-identified patent to indicate that the term of the 
above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by six hundred 
and sixty-six (676) is GRANTED to the extent indicated herein. 



Receipt of the $200.00 fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.18(e) is 
acknowledged (Petitioner has submitted $400, when $200 was due, 
and the excess $200 will be refunded to Deposit Account No. 03- 
2095 in due course) . 

Petitioner has asserted that the period of examination delay 
associated with the issuance of this patent should be 120 days, 
and not 75 days, due to the fact that the issue fee was received 
not on September 8, 2008, but rather on July 24, 2008 (which is 
four months and 120 days prior to the issuance of this patent) . 
In light of the petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.181 that was 
filed on September 8, 2008, the copy of the date-stamped 



postcard receipt that was presented concurrently therewith, and 
the January 22, 2009 decision which granted the petition to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment, this Office concurs with 
this assertion. 

The period of 75 days of examination delay has been removed from 
Office records, and a period of 120 days of examination delay 
has been inserted in its place. 

Patentee has miscalculated one period of delay. As the period 
from the filing date of the request for continued examination 
(RCE) to the issue date of the patent is not included in the "B" 
delay period, the over three year period begins on November 18, 
2006 and ends on March 25, 2008, the day before the first RCE 
was filed, which amounts to 494 (not 495) days. See U.S.C. 
154(b) (1) (B) (i) . Considering overlap of 68 days, a period of 
Office delay of 426 days is being entered for B delay. (The 
period of B delay of 199 days entered at issuance is being 
removed) . 

As such, the patent term adjustment is 676, not 677 days. 

The Office will sua sponte issue a certificate of correction. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.322, the Office will not issue a 
certificate of correction without first providing assignee or 
patentee an opportunity to be heard. Accordingly, patentees are 
given one (1) month or thirty (30) days, whichever is longer, 
from the mail date of this decision to respond. No extensions 
of time will be granted under § 1.136. 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of Branch 
for issuance of a certificate of correction. The Office will 
issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term of 
the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by six 
hundred and seventy-six (676) days.
